DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Cox et al (US 6,738,493) discloses a watermark detecting apparatus as seen in 
Figure 8. As further seen in Figure 8 an extractor is present for extracting picture data 
of I picture including a watermark from a high-speed data stream of an MPEG format as 
further seen in Figure 8 elements 80 and 82 and described in Column 1 1 Lines 53-55 
and Column 12 Lines 12-23. Furthermore, a detector for detecting at low speed 
watermark in the picture data extracted by the extractor as further seen in Figure 8 
element 84 and described in Column 12 Lines 23-35. However, Cox et al fails to 
disclose the following limitation: 

'..the extractor includes a buffer memory for storing data for more than 1 
GOP in the high speed data stream; and a low-speed parser for analyzing and 
outputting the picture data including the watermark from the data stored in said 
buffer memory."
